ADDITIONAL  CALIFORNIA  NEWS. 

New  York,  April  17. 

An  indignation  meeting  was  held  at 
Sacramento  to  consider  the  bill  recent- 
ly passed  by  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives relative  to  contracts  for  labor  with 
the  Chinese.  The  bill  is  denounced  as 
an  outrage,  and  intended  to  introduce  a 
sytem  of  quasi  slavery  and  infringe  the 
right  of  American  labor.  The  bill  pas- 
sed the  House  after  violent  opposition — 
yeas  30,  nays  20.  It  is  thought  it  will 
not  pass  the  Senate,  or  if  it  does  the 
Gevernor  will  veto  it. 

Van  Buren  has  introduced  resolutions 
in  the  Senate  approving  the  compromise 
measures.

Our  readers  should  not  be  terrified  at 
the  recommendation  of  buckwheat  as  a 
green  crop  to  be  plowed  in  as  a fertili- 
zer. We  know  there  are  many  who 

say  they  prefer  to  plow  in  clover — buti 

when  the  land  is  run  down  and  exhaus- 
ted, howwill  you  reara  crop  of  clover 
on  it? 

Buckwheat  will  grow  on  poor  land 
where  nothing  else  will  flourish  it  is1 
therefore  used  where  no  manure  is  to 
be  had,  and  it  is  a good  article  to  im- 
prove the  soil  for  grass  crops.  But  as 
we  have  often  stated  it  is  not  a suilable 
crop  for  rotation,  for  other  crops  are  not 
henefited  by  it. 

It  is  a curious  fact  that  Indian  corn 
seems  so  averse  to  it  that  it  never  grows 
well  on  buckwheat  ground.  The  straw, 
or  something  about  it,  poisons  the  soil 
for  corn.  Hundreds  of  farmers  can  tes- 
tify to  this  fact  though  it  may  be  diffi- 
cult to  assign  a reason.  Why  did  not 
vhemical  farmers  tells  us  beforehand 
that  corn  would  not  follow  buckwheat? 

Buckwheat  seems  not  to  be  a great 
exhauster  of  soils.  It  has  been  grown 
on  very  poor  lands  for  many  years  in 
succession  without  manure,  and  for  some 
thin  soils  it  may  be  a profitable  crop. — 
It  flourishes  best  on  sandy  loams,  xvhere 
the  soil  is  not  deep. — Exchange  paper.

Sea  Kale. — This  vegetable  is  but 
little  known  in  this  country,  but  de- 
serves an  extensive  culture.  It  is  of 
the  cabbage  ami  turnip  family,  but  has 
a perriennal  root,  and  large  seeds,  it  is 
found  xvild  in  sandy  soil  near  the  sea- 
side (like  asparagus)  in  Europe;  hence  il 
is  advised  to  plant  on  sandy  ground, and 
water  occasionally  xvith  xveak  brine,  or 
strexv  refuse  salt  upon  the  bed.  Soxv 
and  transplant  like  rhubarb;  but  the 
roots  need  only  be  2 or  3 feet  apart.  In 
the  spring,  after  the  plants  have  been 
set  a year  or  so  cover  the  croxvns  with 
boxes  or  rubs  to  exclude  the  light,  then 
cut  the  young  shoots  as  often  as  they 
become  3 to  5 high,  and  boil  like  as- 
paragus. It  is  esteemed,  next  to  cauli- 
flower, finest  of  “11  vegetable  dishes. — 
The  seed  pods  should  be  cracked  or  bro- 
ken open  when  the  seeds  are  planted.
